keep us from the full Poſſeſſion of our own Felicity. And 
if our Minds (too apt to grow ſenſual in the Afluence of 
worldly Comforts, and ſoften in their Fruition) had no 
ſuch Interruptions of their Pleaſure and Delight, the miſ- 


chief would be much the greater: We ſhould quickly 


loſe fight of a Better World, and forget our Concerns 
there, and be ſurpriz'd by many Difaſters in the prefent 
variable State of human Affairs, that would perfectly 
overwhelm us by coming unexpected, and whilſt we are 
altogether vnprovided for them. e, 
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4 A Thankſgiving SzR MON 
THO it be therefore allowable, as the * Wiſe-Man 
tells us, to rejoice in the Day of Proſperity, yet not ſo a 

to forget the preſent mutable Condition of human Af. 
fairs, and expect no future Evil; for 60 D hath ſer Prof. 
perity and Adverſity over againſt each other : nor can Man 
correct the Divine Conduct in this matter, or manage 
better. So f ſome interpret the words, to the end that 
Aan frould find' nothing. after him, by Him meaning 
G0 D. So that the ſafeſt way to enjoy the Comforts of 
an outward Condition in this World, is to temper our 
Taſte with a Senſe of our Demerits, and a ſerious Con. 
ſideration of the conſtant Viciſſitude of human Affairs. 
And though we are met together at this time to rejoice 
in GOD, and give him the Pritſe due to his Name, and 
there is very great and juſt occaſion for it, as we ſhall ſee 
hereafter z.yet are there ſome Cireumſtances in our pre- 
ſent Condition, and ſome Proſpetts before us, that re- 
quire us to temper our Joy with Fear, or, in the Words 
of our Text, to rejoice with Trembling.  * | 
- THESE Words taken in Connexion with the reſt of 
the Palm, are an Advice to the Princes and Rulers of the 
World, and to the Body of Mankind, how they ought 
co carry it under the Reign of the Adeſſias, whoſe King- 
dom is very plainly foretold in the Pſalm. There will be 
abundant reaſon why the Children of Zion fhould rejoice 
in ſuch a King. But the Privileges of his People under 
his Government, and the many Bleflings of his Reign, 
ſhould not inſinuate a Thought that he will reſign his Au- 
thority, and claim no Fear nor Subjection from them. 
** Though he proclaims himſelf, The LORD merciful 
and gracious, long-ſuffering and abundant in G oodneſs and

what can be expeRed afterward, but all the Miſchief 
that Revenge, and Hatred, and bloody Malignity can

Tutor and Guardian, with him into Britain? Would he, 
who had ſeen Power uncontroll'd ſubmitted to in France 
without a Murmur, and exercis'd without any Juſtice or 
Compaſſion, have condeſcended to be check'd by a Britifh 
Parliament, when he had the Remedy in his own hands? 
Would he have brought no Reſentment of former Inju- 
ries done to himſelf and pretended Family, with him to 
to the Thrane? Or if he might be imagin'd to have 
come out of the School of Affliction meek as oſes.(a 
Compliment paid him by ſome vile Flatterers) would he

a much tamer Wretch-than any part of his Story has yet 
repreſented him, if he would ever have truſted himſelf

fings to Poſterit ? | 

1 4) LET us conſider the Circumſt ances with which it 
was ſuppreſs d. Indeed the ſeaſonable Diſcovery did in ma- 
ny places prevent its breaking forth. How it came to be 
diſcover d, is a Secret of which I am not Maſter; and 
therefore can't ſay how viſible the Finger of GO D was 
therein. But theſe Circumſtances of the happy Event are 
obvious to every one.— The eng of the King's Forces in 
Battle, though they fought with very anegual Numbers, 
and at great diſadvantages, is ſingularly worth our notice. 
The Rebels were three to one in Scotland, and yet were 
routed by an Handful of the King's Forces, or at leaſt 
repel d, till that little Army was grown to a ſufficient 
Strength, to ſubdue them intirely, and quench the 
Sparks of Rebellion there, Even thoſe Men were thus 
repuls'd and driven back, who at Giliicranky, in the days 
of King William, defeated near double their number of 
Regular Forces. And whence ſhould this be, but that 
G OD either took away Spirit from Them, or Conduct 
from their Leaders ? rd eir mighty Men were beaten 
down and fled, and looked not back, for Fear was round 
about. Nor could the Preſence of their pretended King 
inſpire them with ſufficient Courage to venture a ſecond 
Engagement. And now they have in general ſubmitted 
and given up their Arms, or have quitted their Native 
Land. At Hreſton they out-number'd the King's Forces,

diſcretion. And ſeveral of them have fince met with the 
Juſt Demerit of their Treaſon, tho ſome” have found a 
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method to keep out of the reach of the Lam, when they 
could not keep themſelves out of the hands of the King's 
Forces.

THE Expedition with which the Rebellion was *
